center so far include the introduction of new infection-prevention measures in Rush’s 
surgical intensive care unit, the implementation of new practices to prevent ventilator- 
associated pneumonia, and the promotion of interdisciplinary, evidence-based risk 
screening to prevent falls. The center also facilitates collaboration between college- 
based faculty and students and hospital-based clinicians, a valuable partnership that 
informs clinical practice across the spectrum of care at Rush and beyond. 


It’s all part of our vision to be the college of choice for client-centered and evidence- 
based nursing practice, a renowned laboratory for curriculum innovation and educational 
transformation and an international center for clinical science and translational research 
in nursing. Of course, we couldn't do it without our alumni and friends and their 
continued commitment to the advancement of patient care.

FACULTY PROFILE 


MARK FOREMAN, PHD, RN, FAAN 
CHAIRPERSON OF ADULT HEALTH AND GERONTOLOGICAL NURSING 


In December 2008, Rush University College of Nursing welcomed Mark Foreman, 
PhD, RN, FAAN, as chairperson of the Department of Adult Health and Gerontological 
Nursing. Foreman joins Rush from the University of Illinois at Chicago, where he 
served most recently as director of doctoral education in the College of Nursing. 


Foreman brings to Rush an extensive and nationally acknowledged body of research 
focused on the widespread problem of delirium in elder hospitalized patients. He 
recently completed a five-year study examining the long-term outcomes of delirium. 
Foreman was drawn to Rush not only for the college’s emphasis on research and 
scholarship, but for the way Rush’s faculty integrate these elements with education 
and practice. 


“Everyone at Rush is focused on providing the best nursing education possible,” 
he said. “What's more, faculty here aren’t just teachers. They're teachers and 
practitioners or teachers and researchers, which makes for well-rounded nursing 
education and a robust college.” 


Foreman says his plans for the future of the Department of Adult Health and 
Gerontological Nursing include capitalizing on the recent rise in applications to 

the acute care nurse practitioner and adult nurse practitioner programs and in 
encouraging the expansion of online course content. He also hopes to maintain the 
high quality of the department’s nurse anesthetist program, ranked third nationally, 
and to build on the successes of his predecessors and other faculty and alumni. 


“We value the accomplishments of the department's faculty and previous chairs like 
Joan LeSage, PhD, RN, and Margaret Faut-Callahan, CRNA, PhD, FAAN (Pres.-St. Luke’s 
1976 and Rush 1979 and 1984), as well as the many contributions made by alumni. 

The Nurses Alumni Association Chair in Health and the Aging Process, in particular, 
continues to be a valued resource for the department,” he said. “Now we look forward 
to building on these accomplishments while working with the dean and the University 
to strengthen Rush's gerontological nursing initiatives.”

RHODA GRUPE BROWN, PRESBYTERIAN 1945, of Winnetka, Ill., died April 1, 2009, at the 
age of 84.
